Emma 6 894, the closest prior art, shows a shovel blade 17 that is pivoted (about 28) 
upwardly by a lever means 64,65,68. However, the shovel blade 17 is not pivoted upwardly 
relative to the shaft 18,19 but rather is pivoted upwardly with the shaft 18,19.
